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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: upon 
reconsideration the rejection under 35 USC 103 is withdrawn as the cited prior art does 
not teach or suggest the invention as presently claimed. The Bogeso et al reference 
does not disclose the particle size and aspect ratio. There is no teaching or suggestion 
that would teach or disclose citalopram hydrobromide crystals having at most 35% 
particle size of less than 5 jim nor how to make or a reason to modify any reference to 
obtain this non-homogeneous mixture. Neither does the prior art teach or suggest the 
claimed aspect ratio or how to prepare products that have it. 

Accordingly, claims 1-9 and 12-20 are allowed
